2 . Definitions.-- ( a ) In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires 
( a ) "Commission " means the Union Public Service Commission ; 
( b ) " departmental candidate means 
( i ) a person in the Ministry of Information and Broadcasting or any of its 

attached and subordinate offices who was holding , or would have held , 
but for his absence on deputation , a duty post , on the 1st November , 

1957, and 
who is holding, or has a lien on , a duty post in a substantive capacity at 

the commencement of these rules ; or 
who has been declared quasi- permanent in a duty post on , or prior to , tha 

1st July 1957 ; or 
who was eligible to be declared quasi-permanent in a duty post on , or on 

any date prior to , the 1st July , 1957 ; or 
who was appointed to a duty post on the basis of selection by the Com 

mission or whose appointment thereto was approved by the Com 

mission , before the commencement of these rules ; 
( ii) any other person in the Ministry of Information & Broadcasting or any 

of its attached and subordinate offices whom the Government may 

declare as such on the basis of his qualifications and experience ; 
( c ) " duty post” means any post, whether permanent or temporary , of a cate 

gory specified in Schedules I to VI, 
(d ) " Government" means the Central Government; 
( e ) " grade" means a grade specified in Rule 4 ; 
(f) " Schedule" means a schedule to these Rules; 
( g ) " Service " means the Central Information Service constituted under Rule 3 . 

3 . Constitution of the Central Information Service. With effect from such date 
as the Central Government may fx , there shall be constituted a Service to be 
known as the Central Information Service consisting of :-- - 
( a ) persons appointed to the Service in a substantive capacity under Rule 

5 ; and 
(b ) persons appointed to the Service in a substantive capacity after such 

date , either by direct recruitment or by selection , as laid down in 
these Rules . 


4 . Grades and Authorised Strength . - ( a ) There shall be the following grades 
of the Service : 

(i ) Senior Administrative Grade 
( ii ) Junior Administrative Grade 1 Class I (Gazetted ) 
( 111 ) Grade I . 

Non -Ministerial. 
( iv ) Grade II . 
( w ) Grade III - -Class II (Gazetted ) Non -ministerial. 

(v !) Grade IV - Class II (Non -Gazetted ) Non -ministerial. 

(b ) The authorised permanent strength of each grade of the Service shall be 
Axed at its initial constitution and thereafter reviewed and fixed every year. 


5 . Initial Constitution of the Service . - ( 1 ) The Commission shall constitute a 
Selection Committee with the Chairman or a Member of the Commission as Presi 
dent and not more than three representatives of the Ministry of Information & 
Broadcasting as members , to determine the suitability of departmental candidates 
for appointment to the different grades and to prepare an order of preference for 
each grade for the initial constitution of the Service; 

( 2 ) On receipt of the Committee s report , the Commission shall forward its 
recommendations to the Government and such recommendations may include a 
recommendation that a person considered suitable for appointment to a grado may , 
if a sufficient number of vacancies are not available in that grade , be appointed 
to a lower grade ; 


(3 ) Vacancies in any grade which remain unfilled after the appointment of 
departmental candidates selected under sub - rules (1 ) and (2 ) above shall be filled 
by direct recruitment through the Commission . 
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6 . Maintenance of the Service . After the initial constitution of the Service has 
been completed in accordance with Rule 5 , future vacancies shall be filled in the 
manner prescribed below : 


( A ) Grade IV . 

( i) Pay : Rs. 200 — 10 — 250 — EB - 15 - 400 . 
( ii) Recruitinent : 

Vacancies in this grade shall be filled in the first instance from amongst depart 
mental candidates who , though considered suitable by the Commission for appoint 
ment to the Service under Rule 5 were not appointed at its initial constitution for 
want of sufficient vacancies and who are holding duty posts in any grade; and if 
sufficient number of such candidates is not available , then through an open com 
petitive examination to be held by the Commission in the manner prescribed it). 
Schedule VII. 


( B ) Grade 111. 

(i) Pay : Rs. 300 — 25 — 500 — EB - 30 - - 620 . 
( il) Recruitment; 

25 % of the vacancies in this grade shall be Alled on the basis of an open compe. . 
titive examination , to be held by the Commission in the manner prescribed in 
Schedule VII. 

The remaining vacancies in this grade shall be Alled by, selection from amongst 
ofcers who have been recommended by the Commission under Rule 5 above for 
appointment to a duty post in a grade not lower than Grade III and if sufficient 
number of such officers is not available then on the basis of a departmental 
competitive examination to be held in the manner prescribed in Schedule VII from 
amongst officers who have completed 5 years service in a duty post in Grade IV . 


( C ) Grade II.

( li) Recruitment: 

( 1 ) 50 % of the vacancies in this grade shall be filled through an open compe 
titive examination to be held by the Commission in the manner prescribed in 
Schedule VII.

( 1 ) 25 % of the vacancies in this grade shall be Alled through an open compe 
titive examination to be held by the Commission in the manner prescribed jrst 
Schedule VII. 

( 2 ) 75 % of the vacancies shall be filled by selection from amongst officers holding 
duty posts in Grade II or any higher grade, on the basis of the recommendations 
of a Departmental Promotion Committee . 


( E ) Junior Administrative Grade .

( iii) Officers on probation shall start on the minimum of the time- scale of the 
grade to which they are appointed and will count their service, for increment, from 
the date of joining 

8 . State Publicity Porsonnel, - The Government may Áll, in consultation with 
the Commission , in any grade a number of posts not exceeding 10 % of the strength 
of that grade, by the appointment of officers of the State Publicity Organizations, 
on deputation , for such perlod not exceeding 5 years, as the Government may 
Specity . The posts so Alled shall be taken into account in determining the number 
of posts to be filled by promotion or by direct recruitment. 

9 . Deputation . The Government may require any inember of the Service to 
hold for a specified period a post in the publicity organization of a Union Territory , 

10 . Reservations . The orders issued from time to time regarding the reservation 
of vacancies for members of the Schedulcd Castes and Scheduled Tribes shall 
apply to each grade. 

11. Pay Fixation . — The pay of a departmental candidate appointed to any grade 
at the initial constitution of the Service shall be fixed in accordance with such 
orders as the Government may issue , 

12. Other conditions of Service . The conditions of servire of members of the 
Service in respect of matters for which no provision is made in these rules shall 
be the sanie as for the time being applicable to other officers of the Government 
of corresponding status, 

13. Relaxation . -- The Government may , in consultation with the Commission 
relax the provisions of these rules to such extent as may be necessary to ensure 
satisfactory working of the Service or to remove any inequitable results . 

14 . Regulations. The Central Government may make regulations, not incon 
sistent with these rules, to provide for all matters for which provision is necessary 
or expedient for the purpose of giving effect to these rules . 

15 . Interpretation . If any question arises relating to the interpretation of 
these rules, the decision of the Government thereon shall be final,

Provided that the upper age limit shall be relaxable up to 3 years for the 
candidates who are permanent members of Grade III or Grade IV or have a 
continuous temporary service of at least 3 years on the 1st August of the year

( b ) A candidate who is selected on the basis of this Examination will be 
given training on a newspaper or a news agency for at least six months and in 
different media units of the Ministry of Information & Broadcasting, for another 
six months. During the training, he will have to pass a departmental test which 
will include a language test. Thereafter, he will be on probation for one year. 
Failure to pass the departmental test during the training period involves liability 
to discharge from Service or reversion to substantive post, if any , on which the 
candidate may hold lien .

( A ) A candidate for Grade I must have : 

(i) a degree of a recognised Indian or foreign University , 
( il) at least five years experience , in a responsible capacity , on a newspaper , 

news agency , or a publicity organization of standing , and 
( iii) attained the age of 27 years but must not have attained the age of

Candidates will be arranged in order of merit as disclosed by the 
aggregate mark , finally awarded to each candidate , 
5 . The upper age limits prescribed in paras 1 - - 4 above shall be relaxable : 
(1) Up to a maximum of five years if a candidate belongs to a Scheduled 

Caste or a Scheduled Tribe . 
(il) Up to a maximum of three years if & candidate is a bona fide displaced 

person from Pakistan or from the unliberated areas of Jammu & 

Kashmir , 
This concession will not, however, be admissible to a candidate who has 

already appeared at three previous examinations, 
( ili) Up to a maximum of eight years it a candidate belongs to a Scheduled 

Caste or a Scheduled Tribe and is also a bona fide displaced person 

from Pakistan or from the unliberated areas of Jammu & Kashmir, 
This concession will not, however , be admissible to a candidate who has 

already appeared at eight previous examinations, 
(iv ) Up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a resident of the 

former French Settlements which have now become part of India and 

has been receiving his education through the medium of French 
( v ) Up to a maximum of four years if a candidate is a resident of the 

Andaman and Nicobar Islands. 


6 . A candidate for any of the grades must be in good mental and bodily 
health and free from physical defect likely to interfere with the discharge of his 
duties as an officer of the Service . A candidate who , after such medical exa 
mination as may be prescribed under the rules in force, is found not to satisty 
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these requirements, shall not be appointed. Only such candidates as are likely 
to be considered for appointment, will be medically examined . 

7. ( a ) No male candidate who has more than one wife living shall be eligible 
for appointment to the Service . 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for doing so , exempt any person from the operation of this provision . 

(b ) No female candidate who has married a person having already a wife 
living will be eligible for appointment to the Service , unless the Government 
specially exempt such candidates from the operation of this provision . 

8. Success in the examination confers no right to appointment unless the 
Government are satisfied , after such enquiry as may be considered necessary , 
that the candidate is suitable , in all respects , for appointment to the Service . 


EXPLANATORY NOTE 
Rule 2 ( b ) , - Schedules I to VI specify the categories of Duty Posts only for 
the purpose of determining the eligibility of departmental candidates for the 
initial constitution of the Service. Simultaneously with the initial constitution 
of the Service , these Schedule will be substituted by those containing details of 
the duty posts to be encadred in the Service .
